Both publications, representing an attack upon the
Soviet collective system, have been banned In the USSR and both authors
have fallen Into disfavor. These details have been discussed in the fore-
going two references as well as in Reference E. Although the requested
financial aid was not granted by Headquarters as had been requested,
AECAMBISTA 1 has succeeded in persuading AEVIRGIL 1 to undertake the
translation into Russian and to publish the former aforementioned publica-
tion. Through its established channels the AECAMBISTA 1 organization
intends to distribute both publications behind the Iron Curtain.

As has been commented in References 1? and G, the AECAMBISTA 1
principals have responded without reservation in accepting Headquarters
and Field guidance and policy in the preparation of the contents in their
publication as was witnessed by their unhesitating acceptance of the topic
suggested in Book Dispatch 1022.

c. Radio Madrid - After obtaining approval from the Spanish government,
the AECAMBISTA 1 organization initiated Byelorussian language broadcasts over Radio
Madrid in early January 19590 The two full AECAMBISTA 1 employees, who are respon-
sible for the preparation of these Byelorussian broadcasts, receive their entire
support from those funds collected by the AECAMBISTA 1 organization in levying a
tax on the salaries of the AECAMBISTA 1 members in Munich See also paragraph 2

d. AECAMBISTA  15 ImmigFation e As soon as the issue of his name .change
can be legally resolYed, AECAMBISTA 15 intends to immigrate to the USA together,
with his family. AECAMBISTA 15, an employee of TPLINGO and an unsalaried AEQUOR
principal agent, expects to return to Germany at the request of his TPLINGO em-
ployer, immediately after obtaining the first citizenship papers for himself and
for his wife. See also Reference H for these details.

e. Soviet Anti-AECAYBISTA 1 exokagaaLl

1) Apparently as a continuation of the Soviet propaganda effort
against the AECAFBISTA 1 organization, initiated by the publication of the
Coordinates B-52 booklet (reported in EGFA 2024, 10 February 1 :e58) des-
cribing the capture by the Soviets of the KUBARK dispatched AEQUOR Team II,
the Soviets have released another book, Po Volchim :tupnyam -Ainthas thellolf
Trails, which describes the Soviet capture of KUEARK dispatched AEQUOR Team I,
See also paragraph 11 of Reference E.

2) The AECAMBISTA I organization, together with various members who
have been singled out by name, have come under heavy Soviet propaganda bar-
rage during the past yearn These attacks have taken a relatively concentrated
form particularly in the Return to the Homeland newspaper and radio station.

Outstanding AEQUOR Financial Obligations - As has been reported in
References I and J, KUBARK,continues to owe the AECAMBISTA 1 organization $20„000,
the sum agreed upon in conjunction with the demise of AECAMPOSANTOs 6 and 8, plus
circa $19,781, the Sums presently Leine held in escrow accounts for AECAMPOSANTOs
6 8 and 9 and which ars . payable to aECAMBISTA 1.

'\)k I. Aaluelele - The name of AEHICKORY I had been submitted to the case
officer by AECAMBISTAs 13 and 15 in accordance with the case officer's request
for a candidate in the Bonn-Cologne area. However, before any vetting could be
accomplished on AEHICKORY 1, the case officer had been apprised of the RIS
approaches which had been made to AEHICKORY 1. (NOTE The case officer intended
to vet ABBICKORY 1 . as a CART source for use in the Bonn-Cologne area in conjunction
with the FOB CAV)NUE effort.) The details of this RIS approach have been reported
in full per Reference K. Because AEHICKORY 1 proceeded to London after the
1 October 1958 meeting with the RIS, contact with him had been lost and has not
been re-established to date. AEHICKORY 1 hes recently been located again through
the AECAMBISTA 1 organization after the former's return from the United Kingdom
and it is envisioned that content will be made with him in the immediate future.
See also paragraph e of Reference E for AEBICKORY's activities in the United
Kingdom.
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g. AECAMBISTA 4 - The case officer met with AECAMBISTA 4 on 26 July 1)58,
on 11 January7;171-;n7N-Rarch 195). The details of these contacts have been reported
per References E and J. AECAMBISTA 4 continues to remain active in the emigre
politics including both AECAMBISTA 1 and the Paris Bloc. If the AECAMBISTA 1
organization members in the USA can guarantee the needed financial support to him,
AECAMBISTA 4 intends to immigrate to the USA in the latter part of 159 or in
early la60. AECAMBISTA 4 has asked whether KUBARK could not render any aid to
him in the form of finding employment in Washington D. C. of a historical research
nature with another governmental agency. It should be noted that AECAMBISTA 4
has no outside sources of income whatsoever and is dependent upon the organization
members for his support.

j. AEERMINE AEERMINE continues te revolve on the periphery of both the
AECAMBISTA 1 organization and the emigration. Inasmuch all there exist two opposing ,camps of thought about A PERM.INE'e true identity and bena fides, the case officer
has urged AECAMBISTA 1 to be circumspeet in their association with AEERM1NE. There
are some indications that AEERMIME is an RIS plant whose long range mission is to
compete for the leadership of APCPMBISTA 1 as AECI IMBXSTA 4's successor. See also
paragraph 13 of Reference E for further details.

k. _AESTAMES - Based en information pecnided hy AECAMBISTA 15, AESTAMMER,
a suspect HIS agent, is engaging in diversionary activities among the emigres in
the Munich area. AECAMBISTAs 13 and 15 have been warned to steer clear operationally
of AESTAMMER. AECAMBISTA 15, who has logical access to ALSTAMMER, has been assigned
the task of keeping, the case officer au courant on the aetivities of AESTAMMER. It
should be noted that those members of AECAMBISTA 1 who have been exposed to AESTAMMER
are ef the firm opinion that AESTAMEER is an HIS agent.

/. IdentIty A of Reference L - As has been reported in Reference In	 1
Identity A appears to be the object of development by the RIS or its affiliate,

the Return to the Homeland committee. Identity A, an AECAMBISTA 1 principal, is
being handled presently through AECAMBISTA 13. A potential double agent play appears
possible and all future deeelopments will be coordinated with MOB.

The extra meeting
during this period which occurred with AECAMBISTAs 13 and 15 resulted from our
interest in and contact with AEHICKORY 1 which was effected through AECAMBISTAs
13 and 15 (see paragraph 3.1. above).

4. FUTURE HANDLING

a. The case officer, because of his aitsignment to the AEWOR project
both in Headquerters and the Field since 1953, is able to field Vr problems which
arise or othereise solve thew Quickly and efficiently based on the fluency acquired
and on the coeolete hnowledge of the background of this project. As is indicated
in paragraph 3.o. 	 te undersigned case officer is able to handle and manage
the Field portion of the AEWOR project with a minimum of effort and a minisum
iavestment of ease officer time. The primary requirements in the Field are to
manaze the KUMGE aspects of i,71):.; project and to perform a defensive security

function by keeping au courant with all current developments. Usually this
requires that the cari:e officer pay a once menthly visit to Munich for conferences
with the AW;AMBISTA 1 principa:.e, 4ECAMBISTAs 13 and 15, and an occasional fleeting
with A7CAHBTSTA. 4, a resident of Paris.

b. The ease offieer exercises virtually complete control over all acti-
es undertaken by the NECANDISTA 1 oiwInisation. That rapport which has been

eatab/ished between the case officer and the three AEQUOR principals is excellent
and directly reflects upon the control which the case officer has achieved.

c. Ueographicaily the activities of the AEQUOR project should logically
eeme under the supervision of NOB. Furthermore, because of the undersigned case
offScer's commitments In FOB, the Chief, O3 has sugmoted that control over the
ANUOR project be transferred to MOB.

d. All thinP;s bekne, equal, the ceexi effieer believes that the AEWOR
peoject ehould continue to be eaeaged by the undersigned case officer for a two-fold
reason.. First, the AECANDISIA 1 organization has provided leads and candidates for
eer utilization which are otherwise not forthcoming from other elements of the local
sicigrat5,on. The treLefer of centrol ever the AECAMBISTA 1 organization. to YOB will,
le le balievefl, ccntribute little to i;GB assets because of the presence of a. multi-
tede of other ealigre orEanizations and emigla contacts in the Munich area. Secondly,
the case officers intimate acqueintanee with all the details of the AEQUOR project
pr.::!j.t him to handle this project efficiently and with the barest minitum investment
of time and effort. Xntroductior of a new case officer will disrupt the continuity
of the project and will meterially affect those activities being undertaken under
the AEWOR project.
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We are forwarding the above dispatch as originally written by the
Case Officer.C:	 'is the only individual in this Base who is
intimately acquainted ih the project and his comments are, therefore,
deserving of careful study. Nevertheless, Lt is our belief, and has been
for sometime, that the project should be transferred to MOB. The activity
is located in the area of MOB res2onsibilityl, 	 is a very busy
officer and cannot devote more than a minimum of time to the operation.
